Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, the 
closest prior art of record, Olgaard (Fig. 5) does not disclose the following limitations: a VCO 
generates a clock signal corresponding to a fractional division control data signal, and an integer 
division logic circuit generates a feedback signal in response to an external integer division ratio 
data and a predetermined division ratio.
